W. E. Foster Brands State- 
ments Reflecting on Con-! 
dition of Police Force as 
“False and Slanderous.”’ 


The Evangelical Ministers’ associa- 
tion, made up of prominent At'anta 
ministers of various denominations, has 
sent to each member of the board of 
police commissioners a petition formu- 
lated by a special committee of the as- 
sociation, asking for a rehearing of the 
charges that resulted in the dismissal 
of James L. Beavers, former chief of 
police. 

The ministers emphasize that “it is 
inviting disaster to the capital of 
Georgia to have that chief under sus- 
pension,” and that so long as Beavers 
is “under suspension” it “disheartens 
the police force, interferes with law 
enforcement and throws a shadow over 
Atlanta.” 

William E. Foster, one of the police 
commissioners, has written a reply in 
which he says he “resents your writing 
to me a letter containing statements re- 
flecting on the condition of the police 
department, and declares them to be 
false and slanderous.” 


“DO NOT STIMULATE 
MUTUAL RESPECT.” 


Such statements, Mr. Foster points 
out in his letter, “do not stimulate mu- ! 
tual respect,” and he adds that “if 
you gentlemen who have signed your 
names as a special committee will exert | 
your zeal in ecclesiastical matters as} 
you have in your letter to me regarding 
the police department, no doubt great 
work wil) result.” 

Cc. L. Barnwell, another member of 
the police bvard, declared in an inter- 
view last night that it is likely the 
board will take no more official action 
in reference to the letter from the 
mrinisters other than to ffle it as a mat- 
ter of record.

Given Unanimous Vote. 


Washington, September 13.—The ad- 


Jninistration’s soldiers and sailors’ in- 


surance bill, amended so as to equalize 
the allowance of the dependents of en- 
listed men and 0Oofficers, passed the 
house tonight. 

The vote was 319 to 0, Representa- 
tives Platt of New York and Hersey of 
Maine changing negative votes to aye 
before the result was announced, amid 
thunderous applause, 

As the bill went to the senate to- 
night privates and officers and their 
dependents stand on exactly the same 
basis. Benefits and allawances pro- 
vided for are slightly higher than 
those originally.proposed as the mini- 
mum for privates by the committees and 
considerably lower than the maximum 
amounts which officers and their de- 
pendents would have received. 

President Wilson scored a personal 
victory in the adoption, 141 to 77, of 
an amendment raising from $5,000 to 
$10,000 the maximum amount of op- 
tional insurance policies that the gov- 
ernment would issue to all men in the 
service. The original draft of the bill 
carried $10,000, but it was stricken out 
in committee. 

The mildness of the attack of oppo- 
nents of the measure on the optional 
increase section caused surprise. It 
was passed over in a comparatively 
short time after a formal motion to 
strike it out had been overwhelmingly 
defeated. This fight, however, will be 
carried to the senate by the insurance 
companies, it is understood.

In order to avoid embarrassment and prevent confusion when 
monthly telephone bills contain items for calls to the camp, all lo- 
cal subscribers are cautioned to protect their service in some man- 
ner. Where the general public has free access to a subscriber's tel- 
ephone station, the company cannot undertake to secure authoriza- 
tion for the calls and the operator cannot do other than give the 
connections asked for unless the subscriber requests us in writing to 
bar the telephone from all toll service. 


The method of giving telephone service to and from the camp 
has been adopted as the most satisfactory manner in which the of- 


ficials at the camp can be given adequate and efficient service.

plan will be used at all national army and national guard camps in 


the United States. 


To meet the needs of officers and enlisted men for a means of 
communication in urgent or emergency cases the government has 
permitted a limited number of pay stations to be placed in the Y. 
M. C. A. Buildings throughout the camp. 

The charge of 10 cents for all messages of five minutes or less 
to and from the camp applies alike to government and civilian mes- 


sages. 


Calls made from subscribers’ telephones in the city to the 


camp are charged to the station at which they originate and will be 
included in the regular monthly statement. 
calls will be billed in accordance with government regulations and 
calls from pay stations will be collected at the time they are made.

Washington, September 13.—Negotia- 
tions conducted here between represen- 
tatives of the striking coal miners and 
operators in Kentucky and Tennessee,

PLANS CO-OPERATION 
IN WAR LEGISLATION 


Delegates From Legislative 
Bodies of Allies Should 
Meet, Says Bouillon. 


Washington, September 13.—A plan 
for co-operation in war legislation by 
the parliamentarv bodies of the United 
States, France, Great Britain, Italy anc 
Russia was presented to members of 
the house tonight by Henry. Franklin 
Bouillon, vice president of the chamber 
of deputies at Paris. 

Mr. Bouillon, speaking in the hall of 
the house, urged the appointment of 
a congressional eommission of twenty- 
five—seven senators and eighteen rep- 
resentatives—as a United States in- 
ter-parliamentary delegation to join 
with similar bodies from the other al- 
lied governments in quarterly meetings. 
Without power of any kind, the con- 
ference would act in an advisory ca- 
pacity to tne various parliamentary as- 
semblages. The suggestion'was warm- 
ly applauded, but no member proposed 
that it be carried out. 

The meeting was called by Speaker 
Clark, wno announced in notices to 
members tnat Mr. Bouillon would ad- 
dress them on “a subject of special in- 
terest to us and one concerning which 
he is specially commissioned by the 
French chamber.” It followed several 
weeks of consultations between Mr. 
Bouillon, who is about to return to 
ranee, and some. of the members of 
the house, and suggestion of closer 
parliamentary affiliation between the 
allies made by Viscount Bryce and the 
speaker of the British house of parlia- 
ment in letters veaker Clark and 
Vice President Marshall.

Mrs. Bolling Jones Pleads for 
Standardization of Charities 


BY MRS. BOLLING JONES, 
(President Sheltering Arms.) 


Today, as never before, we realize 
that the efficiency of community work 
depends upon the aims and ideals of 
the system. Unfortunately, in further- 
ing our own pet schemes or advancing 
our own individual work, our separate 
boards have not labored to keep in 
harmony with the ever-expanding 
social ideals which these oivic prob- 
lems demand. As it is, many of our 
charities and philanthropies in some 
instances overlap, and in others vitiate 


by other social agencies. 

We must now awake to this truth 
and as speedily as possible turn the 
light of our investigation and co-opera- 
tion upon our deficiencies. If each or- 
ganization continues to work out its 
own salvation there will, of course, be 
progress, but “standardization” im- 
Plies a joint effort which cannot fail 
to be incalculably more far-reaching 
in its results. It implies a “system” 
with unified possibilities, aims and 
methods of administration. It means 
organized effort, the strength of 
which may be counted upon to muster 
every force which will contribute to 
progress, 

It implies continual and consclen- 
tious assistance from other social 
agencies than our own, and recogni- 
tion in the communal life. We iuave 
outgrown the time or state of mind 
when individual or provincial petti- 
ness should be tolerated and every 
conscientious worker should make a 
special effort to see that she fulfills 
every obligation, whether moral or 
actual, that her position entails. 

Let us resolve to make the upward 
stride and free ourselves from the bur- 
den of antiquated meth nd limited 
vision so that we may bé classed among 
the most progresive of the civic and 
social activities. At a recent oouncil 
meeting when the problem was up for 
discussion I feel the force and valué 
of the effort was lost purely from a 
lack of comprehension ef just what 
the effort meant, or perhaps in the 
proper interpretation of its presenta- 
tion.

“Only Thomasville and Rome were in- 
spected because it was desirable to secure 
buildings and grounds at which facilities 
were availabie for the housing and training 
of at least 2,500 recruits, and if possible 
4.50) recruits The proposition submitted 
by Thomasville and Rome appeared to be 
better suited to the purpose of the aviation 
section than those submitted from other 
cities, and this office sent an inspector ac- 
cordingly.’”’

the system is unwise, costly and burden- 
some, and that this should be the end of 
the experiment. 

In the first place, the teachers of every 
school in the city will testify to the fact that 
the system has undoubtedly retarded the 
usually smooth process of organizing the 
schools, entailing loss of at least ‘two or 
three days in the normal operation of the 
school machinery.

We've had enough of this sort of thing; 
and hereafter, if the school board is going 
to dispense the children’s books, the transac- 
tion should be done through a school com- 
missary, as it is done in other cities where 
the books are supplied by the school board, 
without cluttering up the teachers’ brain and 
sapping their energy in performance of the 
function of a book-store clerk. 

As a matter of sense and right, it is no 
more in the province of ‘the teacher to sell 
books to the children than it is to rake the 
furnace or to repair a piece of bad plaster 
or mend a hole in the roof. 

And it is wrong to divert the attention, 
energy and thought of the teachers of this 
city, at the very time when all of their facul- 
ties ought to be concentrated on the proper 
organization of their rooms. 

And this initial experience ought to serve 
Atlanta for all time.

THE FINDINGS AT HOUSTON. 


Findings of the citizens’ board of inquiry

The report of'the investigators indicates 
that the conduct of certain officers prior to 
the actual riot was scarcely less reprehen- 
sible than that of, the mutineers themselves. 
And we must, of course, take it for granted 
that the war department has all this in view 
and will rise to the occasion and spare no 
guilty man, officer or private, white or black. 

In this connection we reproduce upon 
this page the striking editorial comment by 
The Outlook, a contributing editor of which, 
it will be borne in mind, is former President 
Theodore Roosevelt. 

The Outlook, well known to be close to 
the negro race in a sympathetic, constructive 
and a friendly way, calls aitention to the 
fact that this is the second time that negro 
regulars have been guilty of organized mu- 
tiny. At the time of the first offense Colonel 
Roosevelt was president, and it will be re- 
called that he handled the situation with 
promptness and dete>mination, once the full 
facts were ascertained. 

These things, these rebellious outbreaks 
by colored men in uniform, are coming along 
at too frequent intervals; and since the 
Houston affair seems to have been infinitely 
more grave and aggravated, from every 
standpoint, than that of Brownsville, it must 
be handled accordingly. 

It is, therefore, “up to’ the federal gov- 
ernment to make an example of those guilty 
participants and accessories that will not be 
forgotten. This applies both to the muti- 
neers and the weak-kneed officers who per- 
mitted such disregard of discipline in the 
army camp without taking steps in advance 
to head off the inevitable fruition of it; and 
it is equally “up to” the civil authorities of 
Houston, if it shall be found that any of its 
officers were remiss in their duty, to make 
an example of them. 

In other words, this thing must be probed 
to the bottom—federal and civil authorities 
co-operating—and once actual guilt or mal- 
feasance or misfeasance is established, pun- 
ishment must be made so certain and severe 
that such a thing will never happen again.

Thus the board views the matter, not 
from the narrow, dollars-and-cents stand- 
point, but from the broad plane of justice 
and patriotic service—for which it should 
receive the approbation of every citizen of 
Atlanta. 

It is a high and noble purpose that brings 
those men—officers and selected recruits— 
from their homes to Camp Gordon, and 
that brings their wives and children to 
Atlanta in order to be near them, to encour- 
age them and make their paths of service 
less lonely and less irksome. 

Happily, our school officials have fully 
sensed this, and risen to their own duty in 


facilities, just as the city has extended to 
them its welcome and its hospitalities. 

Any money that would accrue from non- 
resident tuition charges exacted from such 
pupils would be money of the sort that At- 
lanta does not want; and it is gratifying and 
a cause for pride that our school authorities 
have acted accordingly.

Outlook Prints Lessons 
From Mutiny at Houston 


(From The Outlook.) 

On August 23 negro soldiers of the Twen- 
ty-fourth infantry precipitated a riot in the 
city of Houston,. Texas, which resulted in 
the death of seventeen persons and the 
wounding of more than a score It is re- 
ported that more. than hundred and 
twenty-five negro soldiers were involved in 
the riot. These soldiers stole company am- 
munition, seized their rifles, and started 
toward the city, shooting indiscriminately. 
They murdered a militia captain and mu- 
tilated his body. They killed mounted police 
who attempted to halt them. The rioters 
were stopped only by the intervention of 
Illino!s guardsmen and armed citizens of 
Houston. 

Such is the bare outline of what appears 
to have been of the most disgraceful 
mutinies of American troops in our history. 
Whatever the findings of the military au- 
thorities to the cause for this mutiny, 
nothing can minimize the bitter truth that 
American soldiers in uniform, in time of 
war, did mutiny and shoot to death a com- 
missioned officer of the army, officers of 
the law and peaceable citizens. 

The penalty for such mutiny and 
should be, death, but even this extreme pen- 
alty, unless promptly inflicted upon the 
guilty soldiers, will lose something of its 
effect. It does not need to be said that 
the extreme penalty should be visited upon 
the guilty soldiers at the hands of a mili- 
tary, and not a civil, tribunal. 

At the time of the Brownsville riot Mr. 
Roosevelt waited until he had received the 
report of the inspector general before he 
ordered the dismissal from the service of 
those negro soldiers who shielded their 
comrades from the law, but then he acted 
at once and inexorably. That was in time 
of peace. The Houston riot, a much more 
serious affair, has occurred in time of war. 
The president, as commander-in-chief of 
the army, should in the present instance, 
and we of course believe will, move to have 
the trial and punishment of the negro mu- 
tineers of Houston expedited in every possi- 
ble wav. The authority of the president to 
act !s unquestioned and unlimited. 

Sv much for the military and criminal 
side of the Houston riot. The mutiny has, 
however, one other serious phase which can- 
not be ignored. Twice within recent years 
negro regulars have been guilty of mutiny 
en masse. 

‘Negro soldiers have been drawn from 
the more substantial elements of their race, 
for the army has offered to the negro, to 
whom other doors have been closed, oppor- 
tunity for a “career.”” A great majority ofr 
these negroes who have taken the enlist- 
ment oath have rendered faithful service, 
but neither they nor negroes in civil life 
ean afford to ignore the stain cast upon 
their racial honor by Brownsville and Hous-

if negro leaders remain silent at the 
present time, they will prove recreant to a 
great opportunity to serve their people and 
the cause of racial tolerance. Let them visit 
upon these negro mutineers the same Unan- 
imous condemnation which the white race, 
north and south, visited upon the white riot- 
ers of Fast St. Louis. If this opportunity to 
vindicate their loyalty to a cause greater 
than the future of any single element in our 
population is ignored, the country will cer- 
tainly be slow in recognizing the necessity 
or the advisability of training negro officers 
for service and of trusting negro soldiers 
either to the discipline of members of thetr 
own race or to white officers who are not 
fortified in their authority by the presence 
in the vicinity of. white troops.

“The railways can handle more wheet 
to storagé points for ready distribution and 
to mills to be manufactured into flour for 
domestic consumption and exportation to our 
allies where it is much needed and for which 
ships are available at ports. 

“The railways wish to appeal to the farm-

“Later in the fall the handling of many 
more products will cause congestion and de- 
lays. 

“The railways are now being operated in 
common to serve the entire community. The 
demands for movements of military and sup- 
plies will be an increasing burden. There- 
fore, the railways must have the co-opera- 
tion of the entire country.”

HEALTH TALKS 


STUTTERING. 


Drs. Scripture and Jackson tell us, in Tke 
Laryngoscope for February, 1917, that cor 
rect habits of speech are posture, respira- 
tion, articulation, phonation, fluency an 
thinking. The cure of stuttering requires 
good training in these-various elements of 
speech. Before beginning any treatment at 
all the patient should be thoroughly exam- 
ined by a physician and also by a nose and 
throat specialist, and any discovered abnor- 
malities should be properly treated. 

It makes no difference whether you stut- 
ter, mumble, mutter, cuss or pray, you will 
gain physically and mentally by practicing 
good posture in sitting, standing and walk- 
ing. In examining army recruits we have 
been impressed more than ever with the 
weak, slouchy posture of a majority of the 
youths of the country. Every time the clock 
stirkes the hour, you strike a posture and 
endeavor to look like a man or a woman for 
at least a minute. 

In breathing, inhale quickly, without 
straining, with mouth slightly open (as a 
singer does), and exhale slowly through the 
open mouth. Never mind whether you 
breathe with your abdomen or with your 
chest; just breathe with both or either, but 
breathe. Jackson and Scripture suggest the 
following special breathing exercise for stut- 
terers: 

1. Say a vowel on the outgoing breath 
and hold it as long as the breath lasts, 
Without straining. 

2. Say a vowel two, three, four, five or 
six times on one breath with pauses of va- 
rious lengths between. 

3. Count as far as possible, audtbly, on 
one breath. 

4. Say sentences (poetry espectally) on 
one breath, gradually trying longer sen- 
tences. (Take pains to avoid monotones or 
sing-sing.) 

56. Say the alphabet as far as possidle on 
one breath (especially good for children). 

6. Say long sentences, which require one 
or more helping breaths to reinforee the 
original breath. 

7. Always take a quick breath through 
the partly open mouth just before you try 
to speak to any one. Don’t let them catch 
you with your wind down. 

Training in phonation consista of read- 
ing aloud, first to yourself alone, later to a 
from newspaper or book, 
and inflection, 
striving to so read that a listener in the next 
room will think you are conversing. In 
other words, avoid monotony. For this same 
purpose singing scales, and simple songs as 
a competent vocal instructor would have you 
sing them, is also helpful. 

Learn the proper position of the Iips, 
tongue and jaw for each vowel and conso- 
nant, by studying and observing a normal 
person. Then practice them for yourself, 

Study the better poets, and memorize the 
passages that impress you, so that you may 
be able to quote them if you wish. Study 
also the great prose writers, and memorize 
some of their more striking or beautiful sen- 
tences. This sort of study gives you confi- 
dence in yourself and a fluency of speech 
which goes with confidence. 

Here are Scripture’'s Ten Commandments: 

1. Say to yourself “I have no fear I 
know that I can speak well.” 

2. Think before you speak. 

3. Always speak quietly and calmly, with 
all the muscles relaxed. 

4. Always speak slowly and carefully. 

5. Stand or sit quietly and erect while 
speaking. 

6. Before speaking inhale quickly, deep- 
ly, and without straining, with the open 
mouth. 

7. Be very careful of the first two words 
of each sentence. 

8. Always lengthen and strengthen the 
principal vowels. 

9 Be especially careful 
short vowels. 

10. Be honest with yourself. Do not try 
to avoid words that think are difficult.
